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Mayor urges approval

of road paving program 


A $2 million, 20-mile road 
paving program has been 
recommended to Romulus 
City Council. Mayor Terry L 
Troutt, in a special meeting 
Monday night, urged the 
council to approve the 
program which would see 20 
miles of the city’s roads hard 
surfaced with a "high grade 
asphalt finish.” 


The recommendation came 
after a two month study by 
Romulus Economic 
Development Director John 
Chihan and the city's 
engineers. 

•‘We’d point toward con- 
struction as soon as weather 
permits,” Troutt said. "I’d 
urge the council to proceed 
immediately so we can get as 


much done as possible for the 
citizens.” 

TROUTT SAID the program 
would provide "15-year life 
expectancy” asphalt repaving 
on gravel roads in the com- 
munity 

"We’re proposing it so there 
are no special assessments,” 
the mayor said. "It would 
require $l million from the 


major road funds sent to the 
city by Michigan, another 
$500,000 from the local road 
fund and $500,000 from the 
general fund.” 

Construction would be 
financed by general obligation 
bonds purchased by the city.

Troutt said he urged the 
program to begin almost 
immediately to avoid a 
possible shortage in asphalt 
and to help beat rising con- 
struction costs. 

••THE COST of asphalt 
already has gone up $20 per 
ton during the last year,” 
Troutt added “And con- 
struction costs rise at one per 
cent per month So it’s im- 
portant we move now " 

The program would pave 
half of the city’s dirt roads, 
leaving the remaining road 
mileage for paving next year 
"I said 1 would try to pave 
all the city’s streets in my 
term as mayor And I intend to 
do it.” Troutt added 
At the same time. Troutt 
will be amking moves to 
improve the city's road 
classification system. 

••THE WAY it stands 
now the city has too few roads 
classified as local and too 
many roads classified as 
major roads, "the mayor 
said. "It means the city has a 
$150,000 surplus in the major 
road funds while it doesn’t 
have enough money to care for 
the local roads ” 

Cities receive money from 
the state on a mileage and 
population basis, depending 
on the classification of roads. 

Major roads generally 
receive three times the 
amount of fnoney per mile 
from the state than local 
roads. 

However, only 25 per cent of 
the funds in the major road 
hank account can be trans- 
ferred for local road main- 
tenance.

By .IIM CARKAVALLAII 
Of The Roman Staff 
Officials of Huron Township 
and the City of Romulus must 
make a "go or no go" decision 
on developing a drain con- 
struction program soon, or 
face the possibility of paying 
their share of a -more than $100 
million drain improvement 
program proposed by the 
Wayne County Drain Com- 
mission. 

Officials of both com- 
munities learned of the county 
proposal last week at a special 
meeting between the town- 
ship. the city and Wayne 
County to discuss the 
feasibility of studying a plan 
to develop a $15 million 
“storm water inceptor" 
system to the Huron River in 
Huron Township 
The Wayne County 
proposal, which amounts to 
giving a deadline to both 
Huron and Romulus to decide 
whether to develop their own 
drainage system, would 
obligate residents of both 
communities to pay for drain 
improvements on five major 
drains carrying water from 
both communities to points 
along the Detroit River and 
I Mike Erie 

PAYMENTS for the im 
provements. which amount to 
$26 million alone in Romulus, 
would cover the casts of im 
proving drain right-of-way 
from both community lines tc 
Ihc river, and don’t cover the 
costs of improving the 
drainage systems inside both 
communities.

Citizens begin to accept Romulus Help Center

After four months of full operation, the 
Romulus Help and Job Placement Center has 
made great strides into being accepted by the 
city, according to a spokesman 

"I’m pleased with the progress we’ve made 
since we’ve gone full time," said Leonard 
Melnick. the center’s director. "We’ve placed 
more than 200 people in jobs, and now have a 
steady clientel of 60 people, with more people 
calling every day for help 

"It indicates to me that we’re being ac- 
cepted. and that word has gotten around the 
community on us.” 

MELNICK ADDED that the center’s 
"success" can be measured in the contacts 
with the community the workers make. 

"The more people who come in to see us, 
the more legitimized we become to the

community," he said "All we can ask is 
acceptance ’’ 

Melnick was hired as the full-time director 
of the Help Center six months ago At that 
time, he announced his intention to im- 
plement an intensive crisis intervention and 
counseling program in the community 
And since then, he and his three-person 
staff have been promoting the idea 
“WE’VE SPOKEN to all the auxiliary 
teachers in the school system and hope to 
within four months make face-to-face contact 
with all the students in the Romulus High 


School and junior high school," he said. "Our 
goal is to let people know we are interested in 
them and to invite them to bring their 
problems to us " 

Melnick has a job placement counselor and 
iwo social workers working with him at the 
center The counselors have been discussing 
problems with individuals, groups and 
families in the community in an effort to 
improve life in Romulus 

• The popular conception is that we’re a 
drug center." Melnick said "But our goal is 
stop problems 


Drugs are a symptom of a problem

Group backs new road fund

The plan endorsed by the 
county road organization 
proposes lo allocate 37.5 per 
cent of sales taxes on gasoline 
from the general fund to the 
motor vehicle fund, which is 
shared by state, county and 
municipal highway agencies. 

This sum, totaling $30 
million, would partially offset 
road fund losses and would not 
affect the already earmarked 
proportion of sales taxes, 
which, under constitutional 
mandate, go to schools and 
cities. 

As gasoline taxes for roads 


decline, the Michigan 
Department of State High- 
ways and Transportation is 
expected to lose $21 4 million 
in the coming fiscal year w hile 
counties will lose $17.2 million 
and municipalities $9.5 
million 

EARL E. Rogers, engineer- 
director of the County Road 
Association of Michigan, said 
the decline in anticipated 
highway revenues will 
severely affect road con- 
struction and maintenance 
programs throughout the 
state He cited Wayne County, 
which will lose approximately 
$30 million in road funds 
while Oakland County faces a 
cut of $16 million. 

Rogers said the road fund 
salvaging proposal, which 
first was advanced by the 
Oakland County Road Com- 
mission, is being discussed by 
Michigan highway industry 
groups and is being reviewed 
with legislators. 

The stale’s nine cents per 
gallon gas tax was expected to 
yield approximately $412 
million in the cpmiitg fiscal 
year for I he motoi efiicle 
fund 


Due to the cut in motor 
vehicle use, however, the 
revenue is expected to drop to 
*160 million. 

Rogers said that the 
proposal to temporarily 
allocate $30 million from sales 
taxes to the road fund 
represents money paid by 
motorists 

The higher sales tax 
revenues to the state result 
from an average price in- 
crease for gas from about 37 
cents to approximately 50 
cents per gallon. 
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The County Road 
Association of Michigan has 
endorsed a proposal to offset 
decreasing road funds with 
sales tax revenues from 
gasoline. 

The proposal, expected to be 
submitted to the Legislature 
in the next few weeks, would 
partially overcome an ex- 
pected loss of $52 million in the 
coming fiscal year in state, 
county and municipal high- 
way revenues due to the 
energy crisis 

Harold Smith, president of 


the county road group, said 
every motorist will be affected 
by serious cutbacks in con- 
struction and maintenance 
because of the anticipated 
revenue loss. 

WHILE MOTOR fuel 
gallonage has dropped as the 
result of the gas shortage and 
voluntary conservation ef- 
forts. much higher prices have 
brought ‘windfall’ gains in the 
state sales tax revenue. Thus, 
gas tax income is dropping as 
sales tax collections from 
motorists soar.

He also was founder of the 
V-8 Hunt Club in 1939 and 
remained an active member 
until 1968 An avid con- 
servationist, Mr. Miank 
always took time to enjoy his 
favorite hobbies— fishing and 
hunting. 

He also was associated with 
the Wayne Shriner lodge 

In October, 1970, friends and 
family members honored the 
late Mr. Miank and his wife, 
Ruth, with a 50th wedding 
anniversary party. Mr. Miank 
married Ruth R Rutter on 
Oct 2, 1920— She was his 
"childhood sweetheart." 

MR. MIANK is survived by 
his wife; two daughters, Mrs. 
Archie i Joyce) Lierley of 
Nebraska, and Mrs. Thomas 
• Janice) Laine of Belleville; 
one son. Charles of Romulus; 
nine grandchildren, and eight 
great-grandchildren.

If the study proves that flow 
from Romulus and Huron can 
be absorbed by the river, 
officials will have to decide 
whether to go ahead with the 
"storm interceptor program” 
before the county undertakes 
the downriver storm drain 
program 

ROMULUS HAS 33 square 
miles which would be served 
by the storm interceptor, and 
Huron Township has 15 square 
miles which would benefit 
from the program 
Although the "interceptor" 
proposal would cost $15.5 
million, it would amount to a 
long-term savings in both 
initial costs and drain 
maintenance costs in both 
communities 

Romulus Engineer Ed Orr 
estimates that the interceptor 
proposal— a program he 
designed in the 1960s— would 
save Huron and Romulus up to 
one-third of the initial costs of 
constructing drains inside the 
communities. 

He said the cost savings 
would be the same for Huron’s 
15 square miles which would 
be saved by the interceptor’s 
construction 

INITIAL ESTIMATES on 
the interceptor's cost call for 
Romulus to pay $11.5 million, 
with the Wayne County Road 
Commission absorbing $2.9 
million of that for the Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport, and 
Huron to pay $4 million of the 
construction cost 
Construction of the in- 
terceptor, would take ap- 
proximately one year, under 
the proposal.

Breathalyzer is an anti-drunk instrument

LANSING -The first thing you learn about a 
breathalyzer is that it is not a machine 
H is an instrument And if you make a mistake 
by calling it a machine or gadget or anyUiing 
else it will cost you a nickel at the training 
school for breathalyzer operators operated on 
the Michigan State University campus 

•\N INSTRUMENT IS a device that 
measures.-’ explains State Police Sgt. Frank 
Korpal. the man in charge of the breathalyzer 
program • Thai s what the breathalyzer does It 
measures the alcohol in a subject s blood 
The breathalyzer takes its name from the fact 
it analyzes breath. 

It is $1 .000 worth of instrument In a green steel 
box roughly 12 ioches long, nine inches wide and 
six inches deep. .... , 

Anyone arrested on suspicion of driving under 
the influence of alcohol in Michigan must take a 
breathalyzer test under the state’s implied 
consent law or have his drivers license 
suspended at least three 'months. 

AFTER HE IS TAKEN to the pohce station, 
the suspect waits 20 minutes before taking the 
lest During that lime he cannot eat or drink 
anything and he cannot smoke That means 
there is no doubt about alcohol residue in his 
mouth when he takes the test. After 20 minutes 


he is asked to exhale completely into a tube 
leading into the breathalyzer 

The instrument captures the last 52 cubic 
centimeters of air exhaled, the air from the 
deepest part of the lungs The air is passed 
through a chemical solution and the instrument 
measures electronically the degree the solution 
changes The more it changes, the more alcohol 
is present A needle gives the final reading on 
alcohol present 

The breathalyzer was introduced in 
Michigan’s fight against the drunk driver. in 1967- 
the same year the Legislature passed an im- 
plied consent law saying anyone who drives a car 
in Michigan automatically gives consent to be 
tested for drunk driving if he is stopped by 
police 

IT IMS PRODUCED a sharp increase in 
arrests and convictions for drunk driving during 
a period when there was little change in the 
number of motor vehicles and drivers 


In 1966 the last year of no implied consent and 
no breathalyzer there were roughly 10.000 
arrests in Michigan for driving under the in- 
fluence of alcohol In 1972 there were 35.771 total 
arrests and during the first 11 months of 1973 
there were 32.721 arrests 
The breathalyzer tests show ed policemen were 
correct in their arrests the vast majority of the 
time Of those arrested 6.708 refused the test and 
had their licenses automatically suspended Of 
the remainder. 23.667 tested over 10 per cent of 
alcohol in the blood-meaning they were illegally 
driving under the influence of alcohol And 19.054 
of those were over the 15 per cent mark 

OK TIIF. REMAINDER. 846 tested at/ 08 and 
09 per cent, meaning they were impaired 
legally, and the other 1.500 tested at 07 or below 
It s main contribution has been to give the 
officer more confidence in making an arrest.,” 
sa>s Sgt Korpal “Before you ha*d to wait for a 


blood or urine test that might take three or four 
days to get the results ’’ 

In order to become a breathalyzer operator, a 
police officer must pass an intensive one-week 
training program administered on the Michigan 
Slate campus The course is offered the first full 
calendar week of each month and is taught by 
Stale Police breathalyzer inspectors 
Students from police and sheriff s depart- 
ments study the metric system, how the 
breathalyzer works, drunk driving laws and 
court precedents, how alcohol affects a driver 
and how much it takes to affect a driver and. 
finallv how to administer the breathalyzer test 
TIIF NICKEL FINE for using the word 
machine” is an ice breaker which helps develop 
some give and take among the students as well 
as impressing upon them that the breathalyzer is 
an instrument 

The final class in how to administer the 
breathalyzer test is a unique experience On 


Wednesday afternoon, half the policemen drink 
and the other half -test. They reverse roles on 
Thursday afternoon The drinkers are given 
enough liquor to give them a .10 per cent alcohol 
content reading if it were drunk and absorbed 
immediately into the blood stream. 

Because the officers take up to an hour to drink 
their allotment and because the test starts right 
after lunch and food slows the dissolving of 
alcohol in the blood stream, the actual reading# 
never get much above 06 per cent But the men 
still feel the effects of the alcohol and several 
were heard saying “If this is .06, it makes you 
wonder what 15 feels like and how much you 
have to drink to get there .” 

IF THE MEN PASS THE WEEK, they become 
certified breathalyzer operators. Each year they 
are recertified and re-tested. There are 1,700 
breathalyzer operators in Michigan right now. 

The breathalyzer isn’t the only answer to the 
drunk driver, of course But it is a valuable, 
accurate instrument in the fight to cut down on 
the drinking drivers who are involved in fatal 
accidents all out of proportion to their numbers. 

And both the police and the non-drinking 
drivers need every help they can get in tl)at fight 
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As we see it

Often times a project of this sort can unite a 
community, and in doing so — generate pride 
and a civic desire to make that community a 
better place in which to live and work 

The “Lighl the Way” $100,000 project 
means more than boasting Romulus has 


several lighted fields for recreation activity. 
It tells the youth of Romulus that the adult 
community wants the best for them in 
wholesome recreational outlets 
And once that pride sweeps through the 
recreation fields, it catches on into other 
areas such as neighborhood and business 
development.

With ratification victories in 
Maine and Montana this week, 
pro-Equal Rights Amendment 
forces have been given a 
sizeable push. Only six more 
states must ratify the 
amendment before it can 
become part of the U.S, 
Constitution, and 18 states are 
to consider the amendment in 
1974 and 1975. 

The second big push for the 
amendment came in 
monetary form. The National 
Federation of Business and 
Professional Women’s Clubs. 
Inc., a 30-year leader in 
support of the amendment, 
announced the results of its 
first six months fund-raising 
for ratification of ERA. With 
$167,560 already collected and 
a goal of $250,000 to be met by 
the organization's July ,1974 
convention, BPW hopes to 
combat the mis-information 
that has sparked opposition to 
a constitutional amendment 
guaranteeing women equality 
of rights under the law . 

Jean L. McCarrey, BPW's 
National President, believes 
that ERA will be ratified this 
year and that BPW’s fund will 
help to get the job done. The 
money will be used to develop 
campaign materials, to send 
speakers to target states, to 
expand the activities of ERA 
coalitions, and to assist with 
other pro-ratification efforts. 

••MANY OF THE claims 
that the opponents have made 
concerning ERA — that it will 
mandate the drafting of ALL 
women for COMBAT 
positions, for instance — are 
simply misinformed.’’ says 
Miss McCarrey. “Opponents 
are appealing to people’s fears 
rather than presenting the 
issues clearly and rationally. 
Our fund will be used to bring 
the facts about equal rights 
under the law' to the voters and 
to the legislators who 
represent them. This will be 
our campaign.’’ 

Thirty two states have 
already ratified the Equal 
Rights Amendment, which 
was passed by the U.S. 
Congress in March, 1972 The 
amendment provides that sex 
should not be a factor in 
determining the legal rights of 
men and women. It would take 
effect two years after its 
ratification date, giving in- 
dividual states time to see that 


their laws conform to the 
amendment It applies only to 
governmental actions. 
Private relationships between 
men and women would not be 
affected 

In addition to BPW, the 
Equal Rights Amendment is 
supported by such varied 
groups as the AFL-CIO. 
Common Cause, the National 
Secretaries Association, both 
the Republican and 
Democratic parties, the 
American Bar Association, 
Church Women United, the 


Inter collegiate Association of 
Women Students, the National 
Education Association, and 
many others 

The states which are ex- 
pected to consider ratification 
of the Equal Rights Amend- 
ment before the end of 1975 
are: Alabama, Arizona, 
Arkansas. Florida. Georgia, 
Illinois. Indiana. Louisiana. 
Mississippi, Missouri. 
Nevada. North Carolina. 
North Dakota. Ohio. 
Oklahoma. South Carolina. 
Utah, and Virginia

State Rep Edward E. 
Mahalak (D-Romulus) has 
introduced a series of bills to 
create a state grade crossing 
safety fund and to give the 
Public Service Commission 
increased authority over 
railroad grade crossings. 

The fund would be used to 
reimburse local highway 
authorities for their shares of 
the cost of installing or 
maintaining safety devices at 
grade crossings The local 
authorities would have to 
apply for reimbursement 
through the Department of 
State Highways and Tran- 
sportation, which would ad- 
minister the fund and 
establish rules for granting 
financial assistance. Under 
the Mahalak proposals, the 
highway grade crossing safety 
fund would receive $2.4 
million a year from the motor 
vehicle highway fund. 

“When it is a matter of 
public safety and railroad 
grade crossings must be 
reconstructed, altered, 
relocated or improved, the 
local unit of government may 
be assessed a share of the 
cost,” Mahalak said “This 
can be a burden, particularly 
in those areas with ex- 
traordinary numbers of rail 
grade crossings This is unfair 
to local people These costs 
should be paid by the state-at- 
large through a special state 
fund, and not unloaded upon 
the local units.” 

Under one of the bills in the 
package, the Public Service 
Commission would have to 
approve of any new grade 
crossing; would have the 
right, after a hearing, to 
abolish grade crossings, if 
they are a hazard to public 
safety; and could order 
recoast rue lion, alterations or 
relocation of a crossing 
It also could close off and 
barricade a road at an 
abolished crossing; could 
order a railroad to acquire 
property for a crossing 
alteration or relocation; and 
could order the separation of 
grades at a crossing. 

. Mahalak. who is a member 
of the House Committee on 
Public Safety, said that “the 
purpose of these additional 
powers for the Public Service 
Commission is to halt public 
hazards and elimnate what I 
consider an unnecessary loss 
of life, injuries and property 
damage.” 

Another hill would en- 
courage railroads to convey 
right-of-ways along aban- 
doned tracks to the state, 
which would maintain them 
for future railroad use and as 
property for public 
recreational purposes.

Trains need more aid 
to improve services

It is clear that the effects of 
our energy shortage will 
necessitate a much greater 
expansion of rail service not 
only in Michigan, but 
throughout the country. 

Congress has recognized 
this need and passed 
legislation to stabilize the 
northeast rail system to 
provide greater 
authorizations for Amtrak and 
subsidies for urban mass 
transit and to allow states to 
utilize highway funds for the 
construction of mass transit 
systems. 

However, this will not 
automatically change our rail 
system into models of ef- 
ficiency, courtesy and inex- 
pensive transportation. One 
area that 1 believe needs 
special attention is passenger 
service between Port Huron 
and Chicago 

I RECENTLY wrote Robert 
Lewis, president of Amtrak. 
urging that train service be 
extended to cover this route. 
Others have joined in calling 
for implementation of this 
service including Gov. 
William Milliken 

State and federal officials 
constantly are reminded by 
justifiably disgruntled users 
of rail service of the short- 
comings of present service. 
For example, I recently 
received a letter from a 
constituent who complained 
that the rail service he en 
countered during the 
Christmas holidays was an 
abomination. 

Trains between Detroit and 
Chicago have been delayed up 
lo 13 hours, and passengers 
were sometime forced to 
stand in the aisles during the 
trip in cars in which the 
temperature ranged from 
frigid to torrid. 


My constituent’s chief 
concern was that bad ex- 
periences, such as these, 
would force travelers to 
return to automobiles, 
regardless of the cost of 
gasoline and the in- 
convenience of travel when 
fuel is scarce. 

1 CERTAINLY share his 
concern and would hope that 
increased federal support for 
rail transit would encourage a 

transformation of our poor 
passenger rail service. It is 
clear that it can be done when 
one considers the excellent 
rail service provided by the 
Canadian National Railroad 
and other rail companies 
abroad.

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Parents should keep infected children home 


Western Wayne County 
children who contract 
chickenpox should be kept out 
of school seven days after the 
first appearance of the 
eruption, doctors from the 
Wayne County Department of 
Health warn 

A child having chickenpox 
scabs is unlikely to com- 
municate the disease if It’s 
been a week since the first 
physical signs of the disease 
appeared, one physician said. 

A child who previously had 
chickenpox is unlikely to 
become reinfected. At the 
present time, a preventive 
vaccine for the disease is not 
available. 

PHYSICIANS at the Wayne 
County Health Center in 
Eloise recommend that 
children with chickenpox 
lesions avoid contact with 
individuals who have not had 
the disease, particularly 
adults 

Although chickenpox 
usually is a mild disease in a 
child, when contracted by an 
adult it may present a serious 
health problem. 

A late term pregnant 
woman exposed to the disease 
near delivery may give birth 
to an infant infected with 
chickenpox. 

A susceptible mother near 
term who has been in contact 
with someone with chickenpox 
lesions should see her doctor 
PHYSICIANS AT the health 
center also say that head lice 
(pediculosis) is on the in- 
crease among school children 
in Wayne County. The very 
small but visible insects, 
gtayish white in color, live on 
a human head of hair feeding 
on the scalp and laying eggs at 
the hair base. 

Head lice can be acquired 
by personal contact and by 
putting on infested garments 
such as hats, caps, scarves, or 
sharing combs and brushes. 

They also may be acquired 
by contact with infested 
upholstered furniture since 
the adult louse can live about 
24 hours outside the human 
scalp and eggs on loose hairs 
may live even longer. 

Using regular shampoo is 
unlikely to get rid of the lice. 
Shampoo the hair with lice
